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Action demanded 
on city ‘eyesoro’

“HIDEOUS” shops and 
offices in Ely’s city centre 
should be refurbished - or 
bulldozed down. 

That’s the message from people 
calling for cash to be injected into 
modernising and enhancing the 
city’s Market Place area. 

Residents say the block of shops and 
offices in the centre of the Market 
Square - the building which is home to 
businesses including Tucker Gardner 
and Yarn on the Square - is an 
“eyesore”. 

People also say the Market Place is 
currently a “complete waste of space” 
and that more shops should be built on 
it - or that it should be turned into a 
large car park. 

The calls come just as East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s new 
‘town centres working party’ met for 
the first time last week. 

In a report put before the group’s four 
members, who will work to try to 
protect and enhance Ely’s centre, 
Shirley Blake, the council’s principal 
sustainable development officer, says 
improving the Market Place should be 
one of the main projects.

THE grandeur of Ely Cathedral proved to be 
the perfect setting for the official launch of 
the Olympic Games. 

Families flocked to the cathedral on Friday 
evening to watch the opening ceremony live on 
large plasma screens. 

Cathedral staff set the screens up under the 
Octagon Tower and laid on the event for free. 

Refreshments and a bar were also available 
although many people took their own picnics 
while watching the ceremony on chairs 
provided. 

Lesley Ann Thompson, a spokeswoman for 
the cathedral, said: “We could not let such a 
historic event go by without involving the 
cathedral in some way. 

“This is a magnificent building and we are 
very keen it should be used within the 
community. 

“The large screens enabled people to enjoy 
the historic occasion in such a memorable 
setting and to experience the wonder of the 
cathedral at night time.” 

The photograph at the top of this page 
captures the moment pupils and staff at King’s 
Junior School came together to show their 
Olympic spirit. 

More than 250 pupils each arrived at school 
wearing their distinctive house colours and 
arranged themselves to form part of the five 
Olympic rings. 

Teachers and staff then made up the black 
ring. 

The school’s grounds staff laid out a 
template of the rings and prepared the lawns 
for the photo. 

It was organised to not only show their 
support for the Games but also former pupil 
Goldie Sayers, who is competing in the javelin. 

Deputy head, Andrew Marshall, said: “This 
was a wonderful feel-good exercise, bringing 
pupils and staff together. 

“The ground staff took particular pride in 
marking out the rings and helping to make the 
grass look as good as it has ever done.” 

A boxing champion, talented majorettes, and 
plenty of sporting activities ensured the launch

of the Olympic Games went off with a bang in 
Soham. 

Hundreds of families turned out for a major 
Olympic opening ceremony in the town on 
Friday. 

The celebrations kicked off in the afternoon 
with former British and European Light- 
Welterweight boxing champion, Dave ‘Boy’ 
Green, from Chatteris, carrying a symbolic 
Olympic torch from the Ross Peers Sports 
Centre through the town. 

Mr Green, who is also known as the Fen 
Tiger, was joined in the parade by the Soham 
Fenlander Majorettes, local schoolchildren, 
sports personalities, and dignitaries, who all 
carried flags of the various participating 
nations. 

The festivities then headed to the town’s 
recreation ground and Walter Gidney Pavilion, 
where a whole host of free activities were laid 
on for people of all ages. 

Organised by Soham Town Council, 
attractions included climbing walls, 
paintballing, water zorbing, an assault course

and lots of give-it-a-go sports sessions, many 
put on by local groups. 

There was also live music and 
entertainment, a licensed bar and barbecue, 
and a giant TV screen on which families 
watched the live opening ceremony of the 
Games on. 

The celebrations ended with a magnificent 
firework display. 

Cllr Rosemary Aitchison, chairman of the 
town council, said: “The aim was to make the 
event a fun and memorable day for local people 
and I believe we certainly achieved that. 

“Soham and East Cambs in general missed 
out on any of the national Olympic torch¬ 
carrying celebrations so we were determined to 
make sure we celebrated it all in our own way. 

“It really is a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity 
to celebrate the Games being in London and 
this community event was superb.” 

The event was also supported by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
Cambridgeshire County Council and Arts 
Development in East Cambridgeshire (ADeC). 

BELLS rang out across the Ely area on Friday 
to celebrate the launch of the Olympic Games. 

Churches across the UK rang their bells for 
three minutes at 8.12am as part of the national 
London 2012 project. 

And churches throughout the Diocese of Ely 
made sure their peals could be heard from far 
and wide. People also gathered on Palace 
Green in Ely and rang their own bells to 
celebrate the launch. 

There were handheld bells, bicycle bells, 
Christmas bells, and an ARP Wardens bell from 
1940. 

Ely’s town crier, Avril Hayter-Smith, also 
joined the group, ringing her bell and ‘crying’ to 
let people know that town criers across the 
country were taking part at the same time.

RUMOURS are rife that a family 
from Soham have won £1 
million on the EuroMillions. 

The Weekly News has been 
bombarded with calls from 
locals who say a family who live 
in the town were among 100 
people to be made millionaires 
in the special Euromillions 
Olympic draw on Friday. 

The rumours are that the 
winning ticket was purchased in 
the town’s Budgens store. 
Jonathan James, owner of the 
store, confirmed he had heard 
the rumours too, but said he 
was unaware if they were true. 
The draw last week, which 
marked the opening ceremony 
of the Olympics, created more 
millionaires than any other 
previous draw. 

However, the National Lottery 
has revealed it is still searching 
for dozens of players who have 
not come forward to collect their 
prizes. 

A spokeswoman for the National 
Lottery said it could take some 
time for all of the winners to 
come forward. 

She added: “There are lots or 
rumours flying around saying 
that people in this area and that 
area have won. 

“The truth is that we cannot 
deny or confirm any winners 
until they have come forward to 
collect their prizes. 

“The winners can then of course 
choose to keep their win a 
secret. 

“We would only ever reveal who 
a winner is if they chose to 
make their win public.”

She said: “The current 
buildings on the site have 
long been considered to be 
unsympathetic to the 
historic character of central 
Ely, and this may be an 
opportunity to achieve 
some significant improve¬ 
ments to this area. 

“One of the Market 
Place’s functions should be 
as a meeting place/area for 
social interaction at the 
heart of the city centre. This 
happens on market days, 
but on non-market days, 
the area is unused and 
uninviting.” 

Helen Page, of Ely’s St 
Johns Road, says the 
building should be turned 
into a “promenade” area 
with awnings outside 
shops, outdoor seating 
areas, and attractions such 
as water features. 

She said: “The building is 
an eyesore and completely 
ruins the vibe of the city 
centre. 

“It needs to be com¬ 
pletely renovated or 
completely knocked down. 
I think it should be turned 
into a promenade of shops 
- like something you see in 
Paris or Italy. 

“There should be tables 
and chairs for people to sit 
and eat, or people-watch, 
awnings outside the shops 
to make it look prettier, 


water features - all this 
would make the city centre 
so much more appealing to 
residents and tourists 
alike.” 

But Martin Fuller, from 
Chettisham, says the 
Market Place should be 
turned into a car park - an 
idea which has been raised 
often over the years. 

He said: “It’s a complete 
waste of space and the 
buildings are hideous. 

“Why doesn’t the council 
just make the Market Place 
a large car park, except on 
market days. 

“It would solve some of 
Ely’s parking problems, 
make use of a wasted 
central space and provide 
the council with much- 
needed income.” 

Mrs Blake says council 
officers have now started 
discussions with the owner 
of the Market Place about 
redeveloping the site and 
that “specialist design 
advice” is now being sought 
to “help develop ideas for 
improvements”. 

The progress made by 
the town centres working 
party will then be reported 
back to the council’s 
development and transport 
committee in October.

School plan delay 
after access fear 


PLANS to build a new 
primary school in Soham 
have been deferred - over 
fears families may not be 
able to access it safely 

Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
development control committee was 
being recommended to approve the 
major scheme when it met last 
Wednesday. 

But members voted to defer 
making any decision until concerns 
over access arrangements to the 
proposed new school are addressed. 

Education chiefs at the county 
council want to build the new school 
in the north of the town on land at 
the junction of The Shade and 
Kingfisher Drive. 

The school would increase 
Soham’s primary schools to three 
and wouid provide places for the 
town’s ever-growing number of 
primary school children. 

The plan is to build the school in 
two phases - each phase providing a 
total of 210 places for pupils aged 
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four to 11. There would also be a 
two-room pre-school facility for 
children aged two to four 

But it the proposed access to the 
school - via a new road being built 
from the A142 roundabout - which 
is causing residents and councillors 
the most concern, especially with a 
new supermarket set to be built at 
The Shade. 

Pedestrian access would be from 
The Shade and Kingfisher Drive. 

In the report put before the 
committee, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council said it had 
“considerable concerns about the 
access to the site for primary age 
children”. 

The council added: “It is noted 
that the submitted highway 
improvement drawings relate only to 
the proposed school. 

“However, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council is in receipt of an 


application for a supermarket on the 
opposite side of The Shade to the 
proposed school. 

“The supermarket application 
proposes a very large roundabout on 
The Shade, with a spur serving 
Kingfisher Drive and one to the 
supermarket. 

“It is also likely that if approved, 
the roundabout would serve future 
industrial development on land 
behind The Shade. 

“This has the potential to 
adversely impact on pedestrian and 
cycle travel to the school site 
because the proposed roundabout is 
very close to the school site.” 

Soham Town Council and 
highways also expressed concern 
with the town council, saying its 
members were “very concerned 
about the car parking, access and 
the whole of the traffic management 
of The Shade”. 

The plans were deferred for 
further discussions regarding the 
proposed access to the school to be 
discussed. 


Close call after tractor swerves towards post office 


A TRACTOR came within 
inches of crashing into a 
village post office. 

The near-miss happ¬ 
ened in Wilburton High 
Street at around noon 
last Thursday after the 


tractor’s steering failed. 

The driver managed to 
quickly swerve the tractor 
away from the post office 
as it suddenly broke 
down, stopping against a 
wall just yards down the 


road. However, the 
sudden stop did cause a 
large amount of oil to spill 
on to the road and 
pavement. 

Police and firefighters 
were called to the scene 


to help clear the oil and 
direct traffic while the 
tractor was repaired. 

The incident caused 
disruption in the area for 
around two hours.

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Residents in 
plea for care 
to river birds 


MORE than 100 
people have now 
thrown their weight 
behind a campaign 
calling for a council 
to “properly care” for 
Ely’s controversial 
waterfowl 
population. 

Dr Victoria Ling, 30, an 
ecologist who lives in 
Waterside, Ely, launched 
the ‘Petition to properly 
care for the waterfowl of 
Ely’ on July 18. 

Within a week, more 
than 120 people had 
signed the online protest. 

As reported in the 
Weekly News, the petition 
comes after it was revealed 
last month that people 
caught feeding waterfowl 
outside a designated area 
in Waterside, could be 
fined up to £2,500 by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The ban has been 
slammed by residents, 
with people insisting they 
should be able to feed the 
birds where they wish.

Dr Ling, who has a 
doctorate in biological 
anthropology, insists 
banning people from 
feeding the birds is not the 
way to deal with the issues 
they create, such as mess 
and over-breeding. 

In the petition she is 
calling for the square of 
land near the slipway at 
Babylon Bridge, Waterside, 
to be allocated as a special 
duck-feeding area and for 
the council to clean the 
footpaths and roads of the 
bird mess more often. 

Dr Ling also believes 
instead of a sign warning 
families about the fine 
they could face when 
feeding the birds, that 
informative signs should 
be put up, telling people 
why they should not feed 
the birds anywhere other 
than in the allocated 
feeding area, and how 
bread and pastries are bad 
for them. 


Failing that, Dr Ling 
believes the ducks and 
geese should not be fed at 
all - apart from with grain 
over the winter period - as 
she says it could put the 
entire river ecology at risk. 

Dr Ling said: “The 
petition is asking that we 
find a long-term, sus¬ 
tainable solution that 
enables people and birds 
to live comfortably side by 
side.” 

A spokesman for the 
district council said the 
authority was “interested” 
to see the feedback from 
the petition. 

He added: “We would 
like to reassure residents 
we have been working 
with wildfowl experts and 
are looking at other ways 
to help educate people to 
understand the reasons 
they should not feed the 
birds on the water.”

Fees plea launched to help Josie 
realise her West End dream 


A TALENTED teenager who dreams of 
becoming a West End star is one step closer 
to making her dream a reality. 

But first, 18-year-old Josie Shipp from Ely 
has got to raise £8,500 - by September. 

Josie, who has been a student at Octagon 
Studios performing arts centre in Ely since 
she was just three, has been offered a place 
at the prestigious London Studio Centre. 

Josie, a former Cottenham Village College 
and Impington Village College pupil, is not 
sure whether she will be able to start her 
course in September as she and her mum 
cannot afford the fees. 

Josie and Kate Marshall, founder of 
Octagon Studios, are now doing everything 
they can to try to raise the cash - but are 
pleading with anyone who can help to do so. 

Kate said: “I’ve known and taught Josie 
since she was just three, and she is 
exceptionally talented. 

“She is a fantastic all-rounder. She can 
sing, she can dance and she can act - she 
has an amazing stage presence. 

“Her dream is to become a West End star 
and I know 100 per cent that she can make 


it. To be accepted by the London Studio 
Centre is fantastic but she can’t go there 
without the £8,500 for the course fees. 

“She cannot apply for Government funding 
as they can’t give it to her. 

“She can’t get a job to help pay for it as 
there are so few jobs out there, and she 
comes from a single-parent family where 
money is tight. 

“I’ve got Josie helping me in the studio 
and she’s going to be teaching nursery 
sessions for me, just to try to raise some 
money.

Centre it is that course which will make her 
the professional artist she wants to be. If 
there is anybody who can make that happen 
for her then please, please get in touch.” 

Three other students from Octagon 
Studios, Hannah Pyrah, 18, Dorigen Bell, 18, 
and Mariesha Collen, 16, have also been 
offered places at prestigious performing arts 
schools, but are able to pay their fees.

Mums in appeal for 
road safety measures 


WORRIED parents are calling for 
traffic lights - and a pedestrian 
crossing - to be installed at a 
“dangerous” junction. 

The plea comes just days after there 
was a three-vehicle crash at the junction 
of Lynn Road and King’s Avenue in Ely. 

The collision happened on Monday, 
July 23, resulting in three motorists 
suffering minor injuries. 

But residents, who say their and their 
children’s lives are being put at risk when 
crossing Lynn Road, claim there will be a 
more serious accident unless action is 
taken. 

They are calling for the junction to be 
controlled by traffic lights - and for a 
pelican crossing to be fitted on Lynn 
Road so that families can cross safely 

Local mum Christine Jones, who uses 
the road most days, said: “I spend a good 
deal of my life waiting to cross Lynn Road 
from the Orchard Estate, along with 
dozens of families who live that side of 
Lynn Road and walk to school with kids. 

“Can we have a set of traffic lights on

that junction, with a pelican crossing 
from Orchard Estate side, to where the 
postbox is please? 

“There has recently been a three-car 
smash on that corner and I have seen a 
fair few near-misses while waiting an age 
to cross the road. 

“Traffic lights would make that 
junction safer for all, and discourage 
those who use Chettisham Road instead 
of the A10 to get to Littleport.” 

Mrs Jones says the volume of traffic 
has worsened since the Thistle Corner 
roundabout has opened and says the 
council needs to stop “prioritising drivers 
over pedestrians and cyclists”. 

Ely-based childminder, Sue Smith, 
who lives off Lynn Road, agrees there 
needs to be traffic lights at the junction 
and a proper pedestrian crossing. 

She said: “Lynn Road and King’s 
Avenue are so much busier since the 


Thistle Corner roundabout opened and 
it’s getting ever so dangerous. 

“There is nowhere for families to cross 
the road safely. 

“I agree we need traffic lights at the 
junction and a proper crossing for 
pedestrians to use.” 

Cllr Tony Orgee, the county council’s 
cabinet member for community 
infrastructure, said: “Keeping children 
safe is a top priority for the county 
council. 

“We plan to review the safety of the 
junction, including the safety of people 
crossing the road near it. 

“We have requests across the county 
for safety improvements and 
unfortunately we only have a certain 
amount of funding to prioritise. 

“Communities have brought forward 
successful schemes like this by working 
with the local parish or town council. 

“In this case, Ely City Council may wish 
to give consideration to putting forward 
this scheme as part of a minor highways 
improvement bid.”

Sir, With regard to the letter from Dr 
Ling, while she is right in some 
respects, what she is referring to 
with regard to pollution affects still 
waters, rarely rivers. Where it does 
affect rivers they are often shallow 
or slow running ( Letters , July 26). 
This is why owners of many 
commercial fishing lakes do not 
allow ground bait to be used as it 
sits on the bottom and rots because 
there is no movement to disperse it. 
In rivers it is totally different as the 
flow will spread the uneaten bread 
thrown in and carry it away over a 
wide area, away from the boats and 
population noise where most of it 
will be eaten by fish. 

Here in Spain, the restaurants 
frequently throw all of their unused 
bread, often sacksful at a time, into 
the Segura, which is only one eighth 
the width of the river at Ely and is 
probably three times warmer for 
most of the year, and we have no 
problem with botulism or any other 
form of pollution. We have very few 
ducks but a thriving population of 
fish and this is because we have a 
good flow, just like you have in Ely. I 
certainly agree with her about bread 
being a bad diet for ducks, but I 
wonder if living in Waterside and 
close to the river has any bearing on 
her wanting the feeding to stop 
altogether.

‘Stunning’ tree 
spared the axe

A “STUNNING” tree 
will not be chopped 
down if and when 
land close to Ely 
Cathedral is devel¬ 
oped, residents are 
being assured. 

Plans to build two 
shop units, with a two 
bedroom flat above 
them, on land at the rear 
of David Green Hair¬ 
dressing in Forehill are 
being welcomed by 
residents. 

But people feared for 
the future of a huge tree 
on the land, which is 
accessible via Three Cups 
Walk, and pleaded with 
the developer, architect 
Tony Walton, not to fell 
it. 

Residents say chopp¬ 
ing the tree down would 
be “catastrophic” - but 
Mr Walton is assuring 
people that will not 
happen. 

Speaking to the News, 
he said: “We were going 
to remove the tree but 
that will certainly not 
happen now. 

“We want to protect 
that tree and incorporate 
it into the development.” 

In a letter to East 
Cambs District Council, 
Ian Collier, of Market 
Place, says the tree gives 
him and his family “real 
strength”. 

He said: “Squirrels live 
there, owls perch there, 
sunlight in the morning 
shines through it, we 
sweep its leaves in the

autumn, smell it after it 
has been raining, hear it 
in the wind. 

“I suppose what I am 
trying to say in a sappy 
way is that this tree is a 
vital part of our living 
environment and central 
to our sense of happiness 
and well-being. 

“We would be abso¬ 
lutely devastated if it 
were to be felled.” 

Lisa Sadler, of Barton 
Road, Ely, is also 
adamant the tree needs 
to remain in place. 

She said: “I think the 
plans for this bit of land 
are great, but I just pray 
the stunning large tree 


there isn’t cut down. 

“I pass it most days 
when I walk up through 
Three Cups Walk and 
admire it every time. 

“I just hope the 
developer appreciates its 
beauty and doesn’t take 
the catastrophic decision 
to fell it.” 

But Mr Walton says the 
tree “100 per cent will 
remain in place.” 

Mr Walton said other 
smaller trees had to be 
cut down to make space 
on the site but that all 
trees would be replaced. 

The district council is 
expected to make a 
decision soon.

Housing plan wins approval 


PLANS to build 25 new 
homes next to a primary 
school in Ely have been 
given approval. 

East Cambs District 
Council’s planners have 
approved the Church 
Commissioners’ proposals 
to develop two-acres of 
land off Carey Close - 
adjacent to Ely St Mary’s 
School. 

The land, which borders 
the recently-completed 
Cathedral View estate, has 
been vacant scrubland for 
some time. 

Now it is set to be 


transformed into a mixed 
25-home development of 
houses and flats, complete 
with more than 900 
square-metres of open 
space. 

Around seven of the 25 
properties will be afford¬ 
able housing. 

In their application to 
the council, developers 
said: “The site lies 
approximately 1.4km from 
the centre of Ely, but the 
cathedral is visible from 
the northern half of the 
public open space to the 
east of the site and will be 


visible from the upper 
windows of many 
properties on the site. 

“This is the key to the 
regional and local identity.” 

The land was originally 
protected from devel¬ 
opment because Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil wanted to keep it for 
possible future expansion 
of the school. 

An agreement was 
reached in 2007, however, 
whereby the condition was 
removed after talks 
between the authority and 
the Church of England.

Ha won’t give 
up on dreams 


A SINGER battling ill health is 
busily fund-raising to help 
achieve her dreams. 

Tia Colcomb, 26, is a well-known 
soprano in the Ely area having 
performed numerous gigs, 
organised various concerts and 
starred with the award-winning 
community choir Witchford Voices. 

But Tia, who lives in Little 
Downham, wants to achieve her 
dreams of becoming a professional 
music artist and plans to study a 
vocal studies course at the 
prestigious London Tech Music 
School. 

Ever since she was born, Tia has 
suffered with illness but she says 
singing has kept her “sane” through 
it all. 

For years, doctors told her that 
her weak immune system and 
illness was all in her head until only 
recently she was clinically 
diagnosed with acute intermittent 


porphria (AIP) - a rare metabolic 
disorder. 

Tia is also asthmatic and has 
coeliac disease, which means 
gluten and wheat attacks her bowel 
system and stops the nutrients and 
toxins from being extracted from 
food.

ORGANISERS of the 
annual Littleport Show 
have come under fire for 
deciding to cancel the 
event.

But Penny Oatland, from 
Sutton, who was planning to 
attend the show with her family, 
said: “The show could have 
easily gone ahead. 

“Yes there were prolonged 
periods of heavy rain at the time 
the decision was made but I feel 
with all the scorching weather 
we’ve had the committee 
should have gone ahead with 
the show. 

“It’s so disappointing because 
we have been going to the show 
for years and planned to go this 
year. 

“Organisers of these events 
shouldn’t be so worried about 
the weather - everyone would 
still have a good time.” 

But Mr Lee insists “there is no 
way” the show could have gone 
ahead. 

He said: “It may have been 
sunny in the few days leading 
up to the show but there is no 
way it could have gone ahead.

held on is used for hay. 

“All the rain we had meant 
that the grass could not be cut. 
Even if the farmer had cut the 
field when the weather was 
sunny it would have then had to 
lie for around three days, whilst 
being turned, before it could be 
baled. 

“That would have given us 
one or two nights to set all the 
marquees up, erect the fencing 
etc, and it would just be 
impossible. 

“All the rain has also made the 
field extremely soggy and again, 
despite the recent sunshine, the 
show would have been a 
complete mud bath. 

“Unfortunately there was no 
alternative but to cancel the 
show and we are as dis¬ 
appointed as everyone else.” 

In 2011, the show had to be 
cancelled due to a lack of 
support but for this year, more 
people had jumped on board to 
help make it a success. 

Plans are now underway for 
next year’s show - weather 
permitting.

A PROLIFIC shoplifter 
with a taste for Champ¬ 
agne has been jailed. 

Melanie Bonas, 33, 
helped herself to pricey 
bottles of Champagne, 
electrical items and pet 
food totalling hundreds of 
pounds from shops across 
East Cambridgeshire. 

She was often joined by 
fellow thief, 39-year-old 
Daniel Stainton. 

In one incident, the duo 
stole eight bottles of 
Champagne from Waitrose 
in Ely, including five bottles 
of expensive Bollinger. 

Stainton and Bonas, both 
of Tollgate Lane, Bury St 
Edmunds, would often 
work together, with one 
selecting products and the 
other concealing them in 
bags or clothing. 

Bonas admitted six 
counts of theft between 
April 27 and May 12 this 
year while at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court and 
Stainton pleaded guilty to 
seven offences during the 
same time period. 

Bonas has been jailed for 
three months and has been 
ordered to pay a total of 
more than £300 
compensation to four 


separate stores in Ely, 
Soham and Fordham. 

Stainton has been 
sentenced to three months' 
prison, suspended for two- 
years, given a three-month 
curfew between 7pm and 
7am and ordered to pay a 
total of £400 compensation 
to the stores involved. 

Sgt Will Davis is warning 
other shoplifters in the area 
to be on their guard. 

He said: “These two were 
prolific offenders who 
targeted stores across East 
Cambridgeshire and 
beyond. Shoplifting is not a 
victimless crime. It has a 
real impact on the business 
community and ultimately 
drives up prices for other 
customers.” 


Police in East Cambs 
launched Operation Wicket 
to crack down on 
shoplifting. 

Plans are now in place to 
improve systems to allow 
shops, police and CCTV 
operators to quickly share 
images of suspected 
thieves. 

In East Cambs alone, 
there were 172 offences of 
shoplifting during 2011. 

The crackdown is 
running alongside 
Cambridgeshire police's 
Get Closer campaign which 
aims to target certain crime 
trends identified through 
crime data analysis.

A LORRY driver who crashed into the 
barriers at Ely’s notorious level crossing 
has been found guilty of driving without 
due care and attention.

One of the barriers was knocked off 


and Cowling was charged with driving 
without due care and attention. 

He pleaded not guilty to the charge but 
was convicted following a trial at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court. 

Magistrates endorsed his licence with 
four points. 

Cowling, of Newtown Road, Ramsey, 
was also fined £150.

The term “tombstoning” came from 
coastal lifeguards, referring to the craze as 
an easy route to an early grave. 

The moment temperatures soar in the 
region, people, especially teenagers, seem 
to be tempted to plunge into rivers to cool 
off. 

In the last few days, police have received 
reports of people leaping into the River 
Great Ouse from bridges in Ely and 
Littleport, and in the past tombstoners 
have plunged into the River Cam from 
numerous bridges, including the bridge in 
Silver Street. 

Joan Callaghan, of Waterside, Ely, 
witnessed a group of teenagers leaping 
into the river from the Babylon Bridge last 
week. 

She said: “I know it was a boiling hot day 
on Tuesday and I must admit, the river did 
look quite tempting to take a dip myself 
but these people are mad. 

“I saw a group of around six teenagers 
leaping from the Babylon Bridge. It was in 
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the evening so the area was less busy but it 
was quite frightening. 

“They were standing on the edge of the 
bridge and then diving into the water - 
some of them were even doing backward 
flips. I didn’t report what I saw to police but 
surely it can’t be legal? 

“Nobody knows what’s beneath the 
water - there could be bikes or shopping 
trolleys.” 

But police say tombstoners are putting 
all river users in danger. A spokesman for 
the Cambridgeshire force said: “Rivers can 
be extremely dangerous and we would 
urge people not to be tempted to jump 
into the water to cool down in these hot 
temperatures. 

“You never know what lies beneath the 
surface and could injure yourself. 

“Even when the water looks slow 
moving there could be strong currents 
which can cause problems for even the 
most experienced swimmers. We would 
remind parents to keep a close eye on their 
children and advise them of the dangers of 
jumping into rivers and lakes.” 


Man dies in 
tree crash 

A 38-YEAR-0LD man 
was killed when his 
car crashed into a 
tree. 

John James Roberts, 
of Second Drove, Little 
Downham, was 
driving a red Renault 
Laguna when it 
collided with a tree on 
the morning of 
Sunday, July 22 on 
the B1187 Murrow 
Bank, near Wisbech. 

It is believed a passer¬ 
by called emergency 
services. 

Mr Roberts was 
confirmed dead at the 
scene. 

Scam call 
warning 

RESIDENTS are being 
urged to be vigilant 
after two people fell 
victim to a telephone 
scam. 

The victims were left 
hundreds of pounds 
out of pocket after 
agreeing to hand over 
cash to cold-callers. 

In one of the cases, 
the scammer had 
details of the victim’s 
outstanding insurance 
claim and personal 
details. 

Police are urging 
people not to give out 
personal details over 
the phone.

Families to 
move in 
as caravan 
rule lifted 

FAMILIES in desperate need 
of a roof over their heads 
could soon move into 
caravans in Sutton. 

East Cambs District 
Council’s planners have 
agreed for caravans on land 
at The Orchards, in Ely Road, 
to be rented out. 

A small group of caravans 
first arrived on the land in the 
1950s after a fire destroyed a 
residential property on the 
site. 

Planning permission for 
the caravans was then 
formally granted to Mrs E 
Bibby by the Isle of Ely 
County Council in October 
1972, and in 1975, 
subsequent permission for 
the caravans to remain on 
the site was granted 
indefinitely. 

However, strict conditions 
were imposed by the 
authority which stated that 
the caravans were not to be 
used by anyone other than 
Mrs Bibby and her dep¬ 
endants. 

Now, the district council, 
more than 30 years later, has 
removed that condition after 
Mr and Mrs A Bibby applied 
for it to be lifted. 

In their application, which 
was opposed by a neighbour 
of the site and Sutton Parish 
Council, the couple said they 
wanted to offer the caravans 
to people in need of 
affordable accommodation. 

In a report, planning 
officer Penelope Mills, said: 
“Allowing the caravans to be 
used by those other than Mrs 
Bibby and her dependants 
will add to the mix of lower- 
cost accommodation in the 
area.”

A spokesman for the Barns 
Community Voice said: “I 
think it’s safe to say that 
everyone in the High Barns 
area is delighted to have this 
new facility on our doorsteps. 

“It’s an all-weather facility 
so we hope to see people of 
all ages making the most of it 
throughout the year. 

“We have a large number 


of families in the Barns area, 
yet the amount of facilities 
we have for them and young 
people is not ideal. 

“This project has been in 
the pipeline for some years 
and it’s fantastic to see it 
now open and being used.” 

The residents’ association 
also organised a fun day after 
the opening ceremony. 

It saw families enjoying 
picnics and numerous sports 
and activities, including 
rounders and football, as well 
as a barbecue. 


Councillors to 
get expenses 
for venue hire 


COUNCILLORS are 
now able to claim 
expenses when 
hiring community 
buildings for sur¬ 
gery-type meetings. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council chiefs are 
allowing members to 
claim back the costs of 
hiring out local venues if 
and when they use them 
for community meetings 
and workshops. 

However, councillors 
will not be able to claim 
any more than £50 at a 
time. 

Rules are also in place 
so that members cannot 
claim expenses for more 
than four surgeries per 
year per ward. 

They will also not be 
able to claim for any other 
expenses in relation to the 
surgeries, such as 
promoting them. 

The agreements were 
rubber-stamped at the 
authority’s full council 
meeting last Thursday 
after the idea was put 
forward by Conservative 
Cllr Tom Hunt and Liberal 
Democrat Cllr Sue 
Austen. 

Both members have 
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held public surgery 
meetings recently and 
had to foot the bill of 
hiring the venues 
themselves. 

Cllr Austen, who 
represents Ely West ward, 
said: “I think this is a great 
idea. 

“This is not a case of 
councillors trying to get 
their hands on more 
money. 

“There are times when 
we need to engage with 
our local people and 
sometimes the best way 
to do that is to hold a 
public surgery for them to 
attend. 

“Some areas in the 
district do have free or 
cheap venues to hire, but 
in Ely itself the majority of 
venues are quite 
expensive. 

“There is a £50 limit on 
the claim, we will not be 
able to make more than 
four claims per year, and 
we will have to provide 
receipts for everything. 

“There’s no dodgy 
business here for anyone 
to worry about.” 


The money is to cover 
the costs of venue hire 
and will be additional to 
the basic members’ 
allowance in excess of 
£4,500 per year, with 
additional money 
available for subsistence, 
travel, IT, and 
miscellaneous items. 

In accepting the £50 
fee, councillors were 
encouraged to “share 
facilities in order to 
minimise costs” and to 
use the most “cost- 
effective venues”. 

The council’s chief 
executive John Hill said 
the arrangements would 
be reviewed in six months 
to check there were no 
“issues arising”. 

He said: “The proposals 
would allow members to 
commence the holding of 
surgeries on a trial basis 
to enable them to assess 
local demand and the 
operational practicalities. 

“The arrangements 
then can be reviewed in 
six months’ time to assess 
member uptake and any 
issues arising, with a view 
to introducing a more 
formalised process, if 
necessary.”

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Campaign to end 
parking In lay-by

MOTORISTS are “clogging up" 
a lay-by - making it difficult 
for mums to drop off their 
children at school. 

Families are also finding it 
difficult to access the recycling 
banks at the lay-by in Downham 
Road, Ely. 

Frustrated residents are calling 
for the council to crack down on 
them. 

People say not only are the lay-by 
and the recycling banks being 
obstructed, but parents dropping 
their children off at Ely College, the 
Lantern Primary School and 
Harlequin Nursery are being forced 
to park near the raised pedestrian 
crossings in Downham Road. 

Donna Seabright, of West Fen 
Road, Ely, said: “The area around 
the lay-by in Downham Road is 
becoming extremely dangerous. 

“Because the lay-by is usually full 
of cars which are parked there 
when they shouldn’t be, people 
dropping their kids off at school or 
nursery are having to park right 
near tire crossings to let their 
children out. 

“If the cars weren’t parked in the 
lay-by, mums and dads would be 
able to pull in, drop their children 



off and then leave, quickly and 
efficiently. 

“Downham Road is busy enough 
when school starts and finishes 
without this palaver.” 

Council chiefs recently closed 
the lay-by near to Ely Station as 
cheeky commuters were parking 
there to avoid having to pay. 

Speaking on community website 
ShapeYourPlace one resident 
insists the waiting time at the lay-by 
in Downham Road should be 
restricted to 30 minutes. 

She said: “With the traffic 
congestion building around 
schools near Downham Road, it is a 


constant battle to find somewhere 
to drop your children off at school 
in the mornings when they are 
unable to walk. 

“There is the large lay¬ 
by/recycling point to the side of the 
Harlequin Nursery which seems to 
be used as a car park, which means 
that there is no room for it to be 
used as a quick drop-off and pick¬ 
up point, which would stop much 
of the traffic building up and also so 
many cars just sitting on the main 
road with their indicators on. 

“Is there no way we could restrict 
the waiting time in the lay-by to 30 
minutes?”

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Ahead of his Audley End appearance, Jools Holland tells JENNIFER SHELTON 
why listening to live music outdoors is a joy as old as the hills, pays tribute to Amy 
Winehouse and considers who his ideal Later... guests would be. 


Crown Jools 


M USIC is the greatest art form 
there is, according to pianist, 
band leader and broadcaster 
Jools Holland. 

But then, having spent his life surrounded by it 
- from first hearing his parents’jazz and blues 
records around the house to performing live for 
the Queen at her diamond jubilee concert - he 
would say that. But so, he explains, would the 
Ancient Greeks. 

“Playing music and dancing to music in an 
outside setting is something that the ancients 
recognised,” he says, ahead of his appearance at 
Audley End this month. 

“When you see a smashed-up Greek urn that 
someone’s glued back together in the British 
Museum or something, often that’s exactly what 
the pictures depict. They worked out that the 
simpler it is, the better it is, and hopefully that’s 
what we’re going to have - music and dancing in 
what couldn’t be a more picturesque location.” 

Holland will be performing as part of the 
Summer Concert Series at the stately home with 
his 20-piece rhythm and blues orchestra, which 
he has been with for as almost many years. 

“It’s remarkable, I realised this year that the 
orchestra has been together about 20 years and 
it’s been mostly the same people all that time. 
We’re like a big family. Occasionally new people 
come in: we’ve got ska legend Reggie Rodrique 
as part of the orchestra, who brings a very special 
element and personality to it, and singers like the 
legendary Ruby Turner, who’s one of the greatest 
blues and boogie singers around today. And 
Gilson Lavis, who used to be in Squeeze with 
me, plays a special part. Speaking of which, 
we’ve heard that Chris Difford will also be with 
us for this show.” 


Before his role as band leader and TV 
presenter for Later. . . With Jools Holland, the 
Londoner came to prominence as keyboardist for 
British pop band Squeeze, playing in small 
London pubs and clubs until catching the 
attention of BTM Records. 

Laughing, Holland tells me about a recent 
catch-up with bandmate Chris Difford: 

“I was out with Chris at the weekend and 
somebody had sent him some Super 8 footage of 
Squeeze playing at the Jubilee concert in 1977 
(Coming full circle, Holland also performed at 
the Queen’s diamond jubilee concert this year). 
We were playing outside a pub and it’s great 
because I had no idea how different it all looked. 
It was like a 1970s film. London looked so 
strange - like The Sweeney or something.” 

A career in music was probably inevitable, 
coming from a musical family and showing an 
interest in his parents’ records from an early age. 
Holland started learning the piano at 8, 
demonstrating a natural ear, and catching up on 
the theory side later while at school. 

“My mother used to play the piano a little bit 
and sing old blues songs. My parents were very 
young when they married,” he explains, “and they 
both liked black jazz and blues records so they 
had those around the house. And my uncle, my 
mother’s younger brother, played boogie-woogie 
piano in a little London rhythm and blues group 
and when I first heard him play, for me all the 
chaos of the universe became ordered for that 
moment. I thought this was the best thing I’d ever 
heard and asked if he could show me how to do 
it, which he did, and I’ve spent the rest of my life 
trying to figure it out. 

“I ended up with two careers really,” he 
continues. 

“While I was in Squeeze I also started doing 


my own thing. My manager at the time, who was 
also the manager of The Police, got me to do a 
little film about The Police and that opened the 
door into another world. I was 24 or 25 when all 
that happened but it just seemed to fit. 
Broadcasting and touring - they’re part of the 
same thing. My shows have always been to do 
with music because I can only be me, really. I’m 
not an actor.” 

That early opportunity lead to a career 
presenting music shows, first with The Tube in 
Newcastle, then on his own show, Later .. .With 
Jools Holland, which began broadcasting in 1992 
and has seen him give countless new or lesser- 
known talents a prominent platform. 

“It’s fantastic to have the opportunity to do 
that,” he says. “As well as new talent it’s also 
about bringing forward someone who might be 
well-known in their own sphere but not perhaps 
in a broader sense.” 

Who stands out as really memorable guests? 

“All of them really,” he reflects. “I loved Amy 
Winehouse, we were good friends. She was a 
great talent, God rest her soul. That was a great 
loss - she was like one of the great people from 
another age.” 

His passion for a great musical soul is clear 
when he answers immediately my next question, 
asking who he’d have on the show if he could 
pick anyone, from any era. 

“I’d love to have Betty Smith on, and Bach and 
The Beatles - but when they were just in 
Hamburg - and that’s just the Bs! I shan’t tire 
you with the rest of the alphabet.”

One of my good points are 
my legs which are, although 
I say it myself, superb ... 


She’s weary of touring and doesn’t like the 
character she’s playing one bit, but the former 
Dynasty femme fatale is still possessed by a 
love of acting, she tells JENNIFER SHELTON. 


O NE imagines a decadent 
dressing room filled with 
furs, lipsticks in every 
shade of crimson and perhaps a 
lover or two pawing at the door 
to get in. That’s pure speculation, 
of course, but there’s something 
tremendously glamorous about 
Kate O’Mara, even at 72. The 
way she talks, in a clear, RP 
drawl, laced quite frequently 
with wicked wit and fearless 
honesty is, alone, like a glimpse 
into the golden age of television, 
where hair was high, shoulders 
were sharp and everyone was 
rather gorgeous. 

She begins with “Hello my 
darling,” as I’m put through to 
her dressing room, where she’s 
preparing to go on stage for that 
afternoon’s performance of 
Agatha Christie’s Murder on the 
Nile. She was in her 27th week 
of touring and was well, 
somewhere in the north. 

“At the moment I’m - where 
am I? - I’m in Bradford,” she 
remembers.

It’s a bit of an endurance 
test: it’s not the play, it’s the 
travelling. But going to a place 
like Cambridge (their last leg of 
the tour) is lovely.

“With Agatha Christie 
people know they can bring the 
family and they’re going to be in 
for a good time without having 
to suffer too much.” She gives a 
throaty laugh: “Even if they’ve 
seen it before - which is very 
likely, because they’re always 
showing the damn thing on 
television.” 

O’Mara is in the role of Helen 
Ffoliot-Ffoukes for this latest 
production. The name says it all, 
and O’Mara agrees - a little 
more forcefully than I’m 
expecting. 

“She’s a ghastly woman. She’s 
a snob and a bully and shouts a 
lot and I don’t enjoy playing her 
at all. If I’d known what the part 
was I wouldn’t have accepted it,” 
she says frankly. “But I accepted 
the job before I’d read the script 
because I remembered that Bette 
Davis had played the part in one 
of the movies so I assumed it 
would be all right... but of 
course although she played the 
same character, being Bette 
Davis she probably had the lines 
rewritten to suit her anyway. But 
nevermind!” 

Having noticed some rather 


dashing hats in the publicity 
shots, I ask about the costumes. 
Do they offer any consolation? 

“Urn, yah, well... the 
costumes are 1932 but because 
I’m playing a slightly older 
woman,” she accentuates good- 
naturedly, “mine are not quite so 
fashionable. I have to wear very 
long skirts which is a pity 
because one of my good points 
are my legs which are, although I 
say it myself, superb. You can 
just about see my ankles ...” 

Murder on the Nile, the stage 
adaptation of Christie’s novel 


Death on the Nile, was first 
performed in the West End in 
1944. Set on board a steamer, it 
sees a young couple’s 
honeymoon dampened as they 
are pursued by an old flame of 
the groom’s. Then, when a body 
is found, holidaying cleric Canon 
Pennyfather becomes their only 
hope of solving the case. 

While she may not be 
enamored of her latest character, 
O’Mara certainly isn’t a stranger 
to playing ferocious females,

classic Dynasty to the Doctor’s 
recurring foe, The Rani, in 
Doctor Who. 

“I always seem to play those 
sorts of parts. It’s partly to do 
with the way I look and the way I 
sound, which is 
uncompromising, really. But 
they are the best parts.” 

Dynasty had been running for 
one series before O’Mara 
sauntered into the picture as Joan 
Collins’s manipulative sister. 
Ratings went through the roof 
from then on. 

“It was a hoot, a total hoot. 
One was just expected to look as 
beautiful and flawless as possible 
- they weren’t interested in one’s 
character or one’s acting, they 
wanted somebody as a foil for 
Joan Collins.” 

She adds: “The only television 
I’m offered now are those 
dreadful reality and celebrity 
things which I will not go near.” 

Having dismissed the idea of 
seeing out her career on reality 
TYI wonder if she plans to 
retire. 

“People do ask that, but we 
actors don’t retire,” she 
declares, grandly. “Doubtless I 
shall keep on going until I pop 
my clogs.”

THE teddy bear is a potent symbol of 
childhood innocence. But in Ted it is 
also the focal point for a series of 
deranged and debauched 
misadventures. 

Child and toy become inseparable 
in this deliciously foul-mouthed 
comedy that employs the magic of 
digital trickery to bring to life a stuffed 
bear as a buddy for a lonely boy. 

It’s a simple premise, essentially a 
live action version of Toy Story albeit 
with the eponymous bear accepted as 
a talking, skirt-chasing entity by 
everyone he encounters. 

Writer-director Seth MacFariane, 
creator of the irreverent animated 
comedies Family Guy and American 
Dad!, has great fun with his real and 
virtual characters, taking verbal pot 
shots at Susan Boyle, Taylor Lautner 
and Superman actor Brandon Routh in 
a script that gleefully sticks up two 
fingers to political correctness. 

It’s Christmas 1985 and a boy 
called John Bennett (Bretton Manley) 
stares adoringly at his favourite teddy 
and whispers: “I wish you could talk. 
Then we could be friends forever and 
ever.” 

Just at that moment a shooting star 
passes overhead and the next 
morning John introduces the 
exceedingly animated Ted (voiced by 
MacFariane) to his dumbfounded 


parents (Ralph Garman, Alex 
Borstein). 

The film then fast-fowards to the 
present day. John (MarkWahlberg) 
now works for a car rental company 
and has a beautiful girlfriend, Lori (Mila 
Kunis). 

When their four-year anniversary 
dinner ends in a fractious discussion 
about priorities, John responds by 
asking his best buddy to move out of 
the apartment and stand on his own 
two paws. 

Ted has a generous smattering of 
belly laughs, although some of the 
best moments have been repeated ad 


nauseum in trailers. Wahlberg is 
perfectly suited to his role as a goofy 
hopeless romantic and screen 
chemistry with Kunis Simmers, if it 
never quite boils. 

Digital effects are excellent, 
seamlessly melding the bear with live 
action in hare-brained action 
sequences, including a hysterical hotel 
room punch-up and a climactic race 
around a sporting venue that may 
have grown men choking back tears. 

And a running gag about a classic 
1980 film results in a wonderful 
cameo to fan the flames of our wistful 
nostalgia.

Summer rain may be a blessing

I F you’ve been looking outside 
recently and despairing at 
your soggy mass of potted 
petunias, drowning dahlias and 
other beleaguered bedding, there 
is light at the end of the tunnel. 

Yes - the cool, rainy weather of June 
and July has battered plants and made us 
all miserable this summer, but the 
increased moisture in the ground could 
lead to a floriferous autumn, says garden 
designer Chris Beardshaw, a regular 
panellist on BBC Radio 4’s Gardeners ’ 
Question Time. 

“The good news is that there’s a lot of 
trees and shrubs and hedges which have 
benefited from the deluge,” says 
Beardshaw, a Cheshire’s Garden of 
Distinction ambassador and exhibitor at 
the recent show at RHS Tatton Park. 

“Trees that had struggled with several 
dry springs and winters were starting to 
yellow early and suffer dieback in the 
crown and stunted growth. Now, they are 
very lush and there’s plenty of growth. 

“Tve got acers and limes in the garden 
that have put on more growth this year

than I’ve ever seen. Deep-rooted, woody 
and resilient specimens that are used to 
the temperature variations that we've had 
will do well.” 

Trunks will be full of moisture, taking 
in water-soluble nutrients and Beardshaw 
would be hesitant about feeding woody 
stock, although you’ll still need to feed 
lawns, he advises. 

“Put autumn food on lawns because 
shallower rooted plants have lost nutrients 
from their root zones. Anything that’s 


shallow is going to be going yellow.” 

He reckons that anyone who's grown 
tomatoes, aubergines and cucumbers 
outside will struggle to get any sort of 
harvest because of the cooler weather and 
lack of insects to pollinate the flowers. 

“We’ve seen a huge reduction in bees, 
butterflies, hoverflies and ladybirds which 
have been hit by two harsh winters and 
then a very wet summer. It’s posing a 
threat to their population.” 

Faster growing crops such as lettuces 


should be fine if you can keep the 
explosion of slugs off them, he adds. 

“For indoor tomatoes, it would be 
worth removing some of the leaves to 
expose the fruits because we haven't had 
high light levels, so the fruits won't ripen 
as quickly and the skins of tomatoes will 
go leathery.” 

If the foliage of conifers goes yellow, 
dig a small hole at the base of the plant 
and check the drainage is good enough, 
because they hate to be waterlogged. 


On the plus side, the crowns of wild 
geraniums, astilbes and lupins have 
bulked up in the wet weather. Even if we 
don’t get much flower, next year we’ll 
benefit from the amount of root growth 
and leaf generation that those sorts of 
perennials have put on, he says. 

“Roses have done very well, too. They 
don’t mind wet ground and heavy soils, 
so there are some wi nn ers.” 

Summer annuals may have taken a 
hammering in the rain, but if you give 
them a good trim, then you may well see 
them bloom later, especially if there is 
any warmer weather on the way. 

“Don't be afraid to trim them back 
because if we do get a burst of warmth 
they will have established themselves in 
the pots and if we give them a bit of a 
haircut and pinch out any faded flowers, 
as soon as the temperature increases you 
will have a massive potential of 
enthusiasm in the pot and the plant will 
react.” 

In the last few seasons we’ve had long, 
mild autumns, when annual bedding has 
come into its own. 

“A sniff of warm bright weather 
towards the end of August could lead to 
late bedding displays, if you can keep the 
slugs off them.” 

Many plants will be flowering late, he 
predicts. 

“We can expect a second flush of 
flowering on pears, rhododendrons and 
camellias, taking advantage of any 
warmer conditions in autumn. 

“I just have a gardener's sniff that it’s 
going to be a good autumn,” he smiles, 
ever the optimist.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

Q Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Q Insurance - check on your home contents 
insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence.

Japan’s cars top reliability poll Local heroes set off on Baltic odyssey 


JAPANESE cars are 
the most reliable, 
according to a new 
survey. 

What Car? and 
Warranty Direct 
research has revealed 
that Honda is the most 
reliable used car brand 
in the UK for the 
seventh consecutive 
year. 

Honda, Toyota and 
Lexus cars took the first 
three places in the 
reliability table, based 
on 50,000 Warranty 
Direct policies for cars 
between three and 10 
years old, which 
showed that Hondas 
have only a 10 per cent 
chance of breaking 
down in any given 12- 
month period. 

The rate for Toyota 


was 17 per cent and for 
Lexus 18 per cent, with 
Japanese models 
dominating the top 10 
in the reliability table. 

In contrast, Land 
Rover was 36th and last 
in the table for 
reliability, with a 
breakdown rate of 71 
per cent. 

Luxury cars such as 
Jaguar (43 per cent 
breakdown rate) and 
Mercedes-Benz (45 per 
cent) were towards the 
bottom of the table. 

Just one non-Far East 
manufacturer 
Chrysler - made it into 
the top 10. It also has 
the lowest average 
repair bill, £227, of the 
most reliable marques. 
Unsurprisingly, Porsche 
models are the most 
expensive to repair, 


with an eye-watering 
average garage bill of 
£623. 

What Car? editor in 
chief Chas Hallett said: 
“Reliability is so 
important to motorists, 
especially when times 
are tough. Japanese car 
makers really do deliver 
on reliability and 
Honda is exceptionally 
good at this. 

“What will be 
surprising to many is 
the fact that several of 
the more desirable 
brands did not fare so 
well regarding relia¬ 
bility, and the cost of 
their repairs are high. 
They need to do better.”

The art and science of car cleaning

I DON’T know about 
you, writes Iain 
Dooley, but when I 
imagined 
Autoglym’s 
Letchworth head¬ 
quarters I thought of 
lots of men in safety 
glasses and lab 
coats, concocting 
potions and laugh¬ 
ing maniacally 

Well, maybe not that 
last bit, but when I got an 
invite to the base of one 
of the detailing world’s big 
names, I have to admit I 
made assumptions. 

A company that boasts 
endorsements from car 
makers such as Aston 
Martin brings with it 
certain expectations. 

As it turns out, the 


bods at Aston request 
samples of Autoglym’s 
products and test them 
themselves before 
agreeing to strike up an 
official partnership. 

So, as my friendly 
detailing expert for the 
day, Barney, started 
dragging out the 
products, I reasoned that 
if the stuff is good 
enough for showroom- 
fresh Aston Martins, it’s 
probably OK for a 
borrowed old(ish) Lexus. 

Autoglym has two main 
business channels; 
consumer-ready 
products and trade 
versions of much the 
same things. The latter 
often come in much 
bigger quantities and are 
sometimes concentrated, 
with the assumption 


being that professional 
detailers will be able to 
dilute the solutions safely. 

After cleaning the 
RX400h’s wheels and 
tyres with an off-the- 
shelf bottle of ’Clean 
Wheels’ and a dedicated 
Autoglym wheel brush, 
Barney pulled out a vat of 
coloured liquid and 
hooked it up to the 
pressure washer lance. 

It’s one of Autoglym’s 
trade products that 
cleverly lifts dirt away 
from the paint surface 
and allows it to be 
washed away much more 
easily. It prevents 
scratches, because the 
less dirt there is on the 
paintwork when you 
finally have to touch it, 
the less you’ll mark it. No 
need for two buckets her, 


which helps considerably. 

A lot of people have it 
wrong, Barney says as he 
finishes spraying the 
foam. He explains it’s 
rarely about how much 
of the product you use, 
and more often about 
technique; or more 
specifically about always 
reading the instructions. 

The snowy foamy stuff 
looks fantastic; like your 
car has been iced. It does 
a great job, too, and after 
being rinsed off, the big 
Lexus already looked 
much better. 

A going-over with the 
low-foam bodywork 
shampoo conditioner 
came next, and using just 
enough product is key. 
Less foam means no 
rainbow-effect smears 
and less waste. 


The Autoglym range 
now stands at more than 
50 different products for 
different purposes. 

For example, there’s 
active insect remover, 
which means you don’t 
have to scrub and 
potentially scratch your 
paint. It’s also handy for 
getting rid of thin lines of 
algae that develop at the 
edges of the door seals 
on well-used Lexi. 

Intensive tar remover 
gets rid of all the dots of 
hard-to-shift tar hidden 
by the black paintwork. 

Back to the Lexus, 
then, and Barney is just 
cracking open the super 
resin polish. 

He’s right, it is less dusty 
than the old version, and 
the difference it makes to 
the depth of shine in the 


black RX400h’s panels is 
incredible. 

After that comes one of 
Autoglym’s flagship 
products as the grand 
finale; high-definition 
wax. When it goes on it 
looks almost like carbon 
weave, but it easily 
comes off and leaves an 
unbelievably smooth 
finish. Water beads off 


the paint so cleanly it 
makes a duck’s back look 
like a sponge. 

At the end of the day, 
the products really work, 
and that’s what 
customers care about. 

The Lexus looked 
stunning, and you have 
to think Autoglym is 
pretty much in peak 
condition, too.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview.
